Hasn’t Got the Power 

In view uf the suggestion taat 
the Senate might be persuaded to 
amend or reject the reciprocity 
measure, it is interesting to learn 
that the Senate cannot amend 
money bills. $t can rejeet in toto, 
but in view of the Liberat majority 
in the Upper House there is no 
indication of such a_ rejection, 
With the exception of the Mac- 
kenzie and Mann Yukon contract 
there has never yet been a case 
where the Canadian Senate has 
done otherwise than it was ex- 
pected to do by the Government. 

About forty years ago the 
Senate considered very seriously 
the question of rejecting or amend- 
ing a tariff bill, Several members 
strongly upheld the right of the 
Senate to take such action, and 
said that it would degrade and 
weaken the Senate to surrender 
the right of revising tariff legisla- 
tion, The stalwarts who wanted 
the Senate to assert itself were 
defeated by a very small majority 
—about four in a house of sixty.
